Max Pinner, assistant Federal 
Court clerk and messenger, who tried 
to kill himself.last Thursday while 
he was ‘being questioned about his 
financial dealings with David Stein- 
nardt, who is a fugitive on a charge 
of embezzling receivership. funds, has 
promised to make a complete confes- 
tioa to United States Attorney Tuttle 
and his aides this merning. Assis- 
tant United States Attorney Mintzer 
said yesterday that Pinner..had as- 
sured him he would furnish informa- 
tion that would ‘‘open the whole 
bankruptcy business’ and give us a 
chance to clean it out.” 

“AN I.can: say at this time;’’’ de- 
clared Mr. Mintzer, ‘‘is that, through 
Finner, -we will reach the bottom*of 
this cesspool and drain it out.’ If 
Pinner’s statements prove to/be true, 
we will be able to go: before, the: Fed- 
sral Grand Jury and ask for indict- 
ments against persons not heretofore 
mentioned in the investigation of the 
Steinhardt case or the bankruptcy 
situation in general.’’ 

Pinner, an _ unobtrusive-looking, 
middle aged bachelor,-whose salary 
as clerk and messenger in the office 
of the Clerk of the Federal Court 
svas $1,800 a year, suddenly became 
the focal point.in the bankruptcy in- 
quiry by slashing himself with his 
penknife soon after he had been con- 
fronted with evidence that the Fed- 
eral authorities knew he-had re- 
ceived at least $100,000 in checks 
from Steinhardt. 


Promises to “Tell Everything.” 


Pinner was sent to Bellevue Hospi- 
tal where he was placed in the psy- 
chopathic ward for observation, For 
two days he seemed to remain irra- 
tional, saying only that he was an, 

‘honest man,”. Late Saturday*night, 
Mr. Mintzer disclosed yesterday, he 
called at the hospital and found Pin- 
ner sitting up and playing cards. The 
messenger, who is a prisoner, greeted 
Mr. Mintzer cordially and, to the lat- 
ter’s surprise, announced he was 
willing to tell all he’ knew. Mr. 
Mintzer quoted Pinner ‘as saying: 

“T don’t want to keep this to my- 
self any longer. I will come to your 
office on Monday and tell you every- 
thing.’”’ 

Physicians at Bellevue Hospital 
have since pronounced Pinner suffi- 
ciently recovered to go wherever. he 
was needed. Efforts will be made 
to have him at the Federal Building 
by 10 o’clock this morning. He will 
be arraigned before a United States 
Commissioner on @ charge of aiding 
and abetting Steinhardt in embezzle- 
ments which are ‘said ‘to have 
amounted to $50,000 in his bank- 
ruptcy receiverships. 

Although Steinhardt is alleged to 
have defrauded clients and investors 
in his get-rich-quick scheme out of 
almost $600,000, Pinner, so far as is 
known,. had. no. part in that. Stein- 
hardt’s whereabouts are unknown,

WOOLWORTH BLAZE 
CATCHES 6 INTOWER 


City’s Highest Fire in the 55th 


Story Frightens Sightseers as 
Crowds Below Look On. 


FOUR DASH PAST FLAMES 


Woman Among Them—Firemen 
Climb Eight Flights to Get at 
Blaze in Elevator Shaft. 


Fifty-eight stories in the air, a 


fierce wind clutching at them and 


below a fire that had partly cut off 
the way of escape. 

This was the experience late yes- 
terday of five men and a woman on 
the obsérvation platform at the tip 
of the tower of the Woolworth Build- 
ing. They were prisoners there for 
ten minutes. 

Then the woman and three of the 
men ran down four flights to the 
fifty-fourth floor, managing to get 
past the fire in the mechanism of 
one of.the regular elevators. The 
two other men remained at their 


wind-swept post of peril until fire- 
men had extinguished the highest 
fire in the city’s history. The fire- 
fighters had to climb stairs from 
the forty-seventh floor to reach the 
blaze. 

Transfixed by the majesty of the 
panorama. spreading before them, the 
members of the sight-seeing group 
had been enjoying'the sense of utter 
detachment: gained at great heights. 
Dwarfed by distance and the eleva- 
tion, New York, New Jersey, Long 
Island, the bay and the rivers lay 
before the sight-seers. They were 
remote. from everything except the 
wind that tore at them and forced 
them to bow their heads against it. 

Suddenly. in.a momentary lull of 
the wind, one man saw smoke bil- 
lowing beyond a cornice. The semi- 
gale’swooped back and wrenched the 
smoke formation apart. Another 
lull, and more smoke came curling 
over the edge. The man who had 
observed it, Edward J. Link, an ac- 
countant, of Sunnyside, L. I., decided 
to investigate. ° 

Making some excuse to cover his 
mission, Link left his sister-in-law, 
Miss Margaret Shields of Bay City, 
Mich., with the four men, strangers 
to him. He went to the elevator 
shaft and pressed the button for the 
shuttle car that runs from the fifty- 
fourth floor to the platform. There 
was no response to that ring or to 
several others

TIE-UP-OF BUILDING 
LOOMS AS ONE UNION 
WINS 5-DAY WEEK 


$100,000,000 Projects Involved 
by Contractors Yielding to 
'2,500 Electrical’ Workers. 


MORE PAY ALSO ON FEB. 1 


150,000 in Industry Expected to 
Be Restive as Move Had Begun 
to Give All Shorter Time. 


ELECTION PERMITTED COUP 


Contractors Chose Allies of Broach, 
Organizer, Who Voted Change and 
Called Rival Group Off Jobs. 


A crisis in the building industry 
which jeopardizes the prompt com- 
pletion of more than $100,000,000 
worth of construction now under 
way has been precepitated, it was re- 
ported yesterday, by the action of 
the Electrical Contractors’ Associa- 
tion in ‘‘voluntarily’’ granting the 
five-day week and a 10 per cent wage 
increase to the Electrical Workers 
Union, effective on Feb. 1. For the 
shorter work week the journeymen 
will receive $66, or $13.20 a day, 
as compared with $12 a day up to 
Feb. 1. 

The culmination of negotiations in 
the electrical trade was disclosed 
while informal conferences are pend- 
ing on behalf of 150,000 workers in 
the Building Trades Council with the 
Building Trades Employers’ Associa- 
tion for a five-day week beginning 
Jan. 1, 1930. The conferences were 
held between John Halkett,. presi- 
dent of the Building Trades Council, 
which includes the union of electrical 
workers, and C. G. Norman, chair- 
man of the Board of Governors of 
the Building Trades Employers’ Asso- 
ciation, with which the electrical em- 
ployers are affiliated. The negotia- 
tions proceeded on the assumption 
that each association was acting for 
all its members, but in signing an 
individual agreement the electrical 
contractors. and their. journeymen 
are said to have “thrown a monkey- 
wrench into the machinery” by as- 
serting that their arrangement was 
meant to replace an individual agree- 
ment between the two smaller bodies 
which expired on Jan. 1. The validity 
of such an arrangement was ques- 
tioned by Mr. Halkett and Mr. Nor- 
man. 


May Bare Causes of Turmoil. 


The dispute is expected to bring 
into the open some of the causes for 
the turmoil in the electrical industry 
in the past two years. The meetings of 
contractors and the union have been 
bitter, with accusations and counter- 
accusations that have at times led to 
violence. The contractors’ associa- 
tion has been spiit in two.

BULLET WOUND IN HEART 


Long a Sufferer From Cancer, 
He Wrote a Note Saying 
That He Was a Burden. 


Emil Fuchs, the painter and sculp- 
tor, shot and killed himself yesterday 
in his duplex studio apartment on the 
top floor of the’ Hotel des Artistes, 1 
West Sixty-seventh Street: He was 


62 years old and had been suffering |- 


from cancer. 

A few minutes after noon the 
artist, clad in trousers and slippers, 
slipped out of *his bedroom onto a 
small balcony overlooking his private 
gallery, the walls and floors of which 
were covered with much of the work 
which had made him known through- 
out the world. Among portraits were 
those of the late Judge Elbert H. 
Gary, Clare Sheridan, and a group 
portraying John McCormack, Fritz 
Kreisler and Rachmaninoff. 

He sank into an easy chair, turned 
to a tobacco stand at his left hand, 
and scrawled in pencil a note to Miss 
Renee Fuchs, his sister. With the 
aid of a hand mirror, brought from 
the bedroom and found later, he 
aimed a pistol at his heart, the police 
surmised. According to physicians, 
death was instantaneous.

supplies than he did. Our difficul- 
ties are greatly increased by the 
large amount of scientific parapher- 
nalia we are taking ashore.

Warner, the former Governor’s 
daughter, were on the platform to 
meet him. The crowd waiting for 
trains in the station applauded him 
warmly as he walked by, and twice 
he doffed the brown derby. He went 
to the Mansion after dining with his 
daughter and son-in-law, Major 
Warner. 

In the morning, Governor Roose- 
velt, spending his first week-end 
here, attended services at the Protes- 
tant Episcopal Cathedral of AN 
Saints, where the sermon was de- 
livered by the Very Rev. George L. 
Richardson, new dean of the cathed- 
dral. Bishop Richard H. Nelson 
took part in the services. 

The Governor, who motored the 
seven blocks bétween the Executive 
Mansion and the cathedral, was be- 
seiged in his car afterward by ad- 
mirers who wanted to greet him. He 
shook hands for several minutes.

“The. administration does not 
want to have any interpretation ac- 
company the treaty. This omission, 
we feel, would put the United States 
in a position where we could in- 
terpret the treaty as we saw fit. We 
feel that it is a very undesirable po- 
sition to take, as occasion might 
arise such'as to justify criticism that 
we were .acting in bad faith if we 
sought to interpret the treaty. If 
England and other countries had not 
sent those notes explanatory of their 
interpretations of the treaty, that 
osition might be correct, but since 
fey did send such notes, we must 
also interpret the treaty now. 

“Supposing a dispute were to arise 
between Great. Britain. and the 
United States as to whether we had 
violated the treaty and the case were 
taken into the World Court.’ Great 
Britain could pa oaes her prior in- 
terpretation of the treaty’s terms 
and we could not, unless we had 
made-an interpretative decision pre- 
viously. If we made~-the claim 
that we had: done something which 
we had the right to do under the 
Monroe Doctrine, we would have no 
evidence to present as to what we 
thought our rights were under the 
treaty with reference to the Monroe 
Doctrine. 


Disputes President’s View 
“The administration claims that 
we can interpret the treaty when the 
question arises, We claim that is not. 
a-proper position. We ought to do 
thé same as other signatories have 
done. If there is interpretation by 
us to accompany the ratification. of 
the treaty, there’ can be rio charge of 
bad faith against us under the opera- 
tion of the treaty...

twenty-four Senators who signed the 
‘round robin’ urging a committee in- 
terpretation of the multilateral peace 
treaty are not in any. sense ‘foes’ of 
the treaty. To characterize them as 
foes is mnjust and unfair. Among 
the twenty-four Senators who signed 
the ‘round robin’ and the ten who 
are giving it their support but have 
not yet placed their signatures upon 
it, I know ‘of only one or two who 
are. opposed to the treaty or desire to 
ratify it with reservations. 


“In fact, with one or two excep- 
tions, all signers and supporters of 
the move for a committee interpre- 
tation sincerely favor the treaty. 
They feel that reservations. unques- 
tionably would weaken the treaty, 
but that an interpretation such as 
has been proposed would actually 
strengthen it. The reason for the lat- 
ter belief is that by limiting the in- 
wd ey arp of the Monroe Doctrine, 
which has been recognized by all the 
world for generations, the underly- 
ing theory of the treaty—the. promo- 
tion of good-will among nations— 
would be safeguarded, since the pres- 
ent and succeeding administrations 
would not be free thereafter to in- 
terpret the treaty as they pleased 
when some contingency arose, and 
thus set up ill feeling. 


“By filing a report with an inter- 
pretation we would simply place the 
United States on precisely the same 
footing as the other great nations 
which signed the treaty with’ state- 
ments of their understanding of its 
meaning. We feel that the United 
States should be in no stronger and 


signatory power; and see réal' danger 
to good relations in leaving the mat- 
ter of interpretation ,wide open.’’.

BOSTON, Jan. 13.—Mrs. George 
Herman Ruth, estranged’ wife: of 
“Babe’’ Ruth, America’s baseball 
idol, was burned, to death Friday 
night when fire swept the home of Dr. 
Edward H. Kinder, a dentist of Wa- 
tertown. Her identification as Mrs. 
Ruth was not made until today, a 
few hours before she was. to have 
been buried. as Mrs. Helen -Kinder. 
She was known as and accepted by 
residents of the neighborhood as, the 
wife of the dentist. 

Dr. Kinder was reported as miss- 
ing today. He has not been, seen 
in Watertown since he talked with 


Police Chief Milmore of that. town 
on Saturday morning, the. day after 
the fire. 

The police admitted tonight they 
would like to examine him to clear 
up a few phases of their investiga- 
tiun, but were quick to deny, as 
were officials of the District Attor- 
ney’s office and the medical exam- 
iner, that there was any hint ‘of 
criminality in connection with the 
actual death of Mrs... Ruth. 

Medical Examiner West, who exam-. 
ined Mrs. Ruth’s' body, declared that 
she‘died from suffocation and ‘burns. 
The State fire marshal’s office found 
that: the. blaze apparently’ originated 
in.a partition under the room which 
Mrs. Ruth was occupying,on the sec- 
ond floor, possibly from ‘‘overload- 
ed”’ electric wiring. Rumors of in-

Real Identity Revealed. 


Watertown police said. tonight. that 
some one told them yesterday that 
Mrs. Ruth and the ‘so-called Mrs. 
Kinder were one and the same. They 
communicated their information to 


District Attorney Bushnell and he 
assigned State Detectives and Sher- 
lock to make an inquiry. 

They went to South ‘Boston, where 
Mrs. Ruth’s mother, brother and ‘two 
sisters live and took the sisters, 
Catherine and Nora, to ‘Watertown 
today where they positively identi- 
fied the body as that of Mrs. Ruth 

“Babe’’ Ruth was notified yester- 
day in New York that his wife had 
died in the fire and he arrived here 
this morhing in response to the sum- 
mons of John P. Feeney,: his ‘close 
friend and attorney. 

Ruth was visibly shaken when he 
stepped from ‘the train and refused 
to talk to reporters. He was taken 
by friends to the Hotel Berwick, 
where he gave out the following 
statement tonight: 

“T have not lived with my wife for 
three years. In that period’I have 
only seen her a few times. I, have 
done everything to comply with her 
wishes. Her death is a great shock 
to me. That is all I wish to say.”’ 

He read the statement, written on 
a piece of hotel stationery, ina voice 
that quivered with emotion and after 
it was over begged his hearers not 
to ask him further questions.» He 
said his wife went to South Boston 
to live with her parents after their 
separation. 


Telis of Marriage to Kinder. 


Mrs. Ruth and Kinder had been 
living at the Watertown house for 
about a year and a half, neighbors 
said. William H. Kinder Jr., a 


brother of Dr. Kinder, also a resi- 
dent of Watertown, told the police 
that his brother and Mrs. Ruth were 
married in Montreal, but he could not 
Say definitely when the: ceremony 
was performed. That is one of the 
questions the: police would = like ‘to 
ask Dr.. Kinder, inasmuch as there 
is no record here that Mrs. Ruth ever 
obtained a-divorce. Ruth’s friends 
declared the Montreal marriage. to 
Dr. Kinder, if true, was news to him.

Accounts of the fire in the’ Kinder 
home said that Dr. Kinder was_at- 
tending the boxing matches.at. the 
Boston Garden that night and that 
‘“‘Mrs. Kinder’’ had declined: to go 
because of a cold. A passerby saw 
the fire and sounded an alarm. A 
fire captain and a policeman: fought 
their way up a smoke and. flame- 
swept staircase when neighbors told 
them there was a -woman.in the 
house, 

They found.the woman,.face down; 
in her nightgown, on the. floor of a 
bedroom on the second floor, .She|, 
was still alive when they brqught 
her out but she died at a neighbor’s 
house before. doctors. reached. her. 
The death certificate’ gave her name 
as Mrs) Helen Kindeér on information 
furnished by Dr. Kinder. 

Dr: Kinder was paged at the ‘box- 
ing bouts and was ‘told that his wife 
had been injured: He collapsed 
when, on reaching Watertown, ° ‘he 
was told of her death.

are adherents of either political 


party. 

‘“‘Any intimation that I:am actuated 
in this matter by partisan motives is 
unworthy of its author. I do not be- 
lieve it would have the approval of 
members of the er podry ions Com- 
mittee with whom I have served ten 

ears and who know that within that 

ime I have never allowed partisan- 
ship to influence me in this or simi- 
lar measures. 


Says He Consulted Jones. 


“T never even discussed this meas- 
ure with Senate Democratic leaders. 
I discussed it with only members of 
the Appropriations Committee, and, 
as a matter of fact, I diseussed it 


more fully with Senator Jones, the 

assistant Republican leader of the 

Senate, than any one else on the 

committee because of his well-known

“It was on his suggestion that I 
consented to reduce my amendment 
from fifty to twenty-five millions.

Scientists ih China Will Now Call 
Hitn ‘Man With. the 
Monkey Jaw.”

PEKING, Dec. 16.—A third. tooth 
and part:of the jawbone of the ‘‘Pe- 
king man,’’ so far'the oldest human 
fossils found, according to scientists 
here, were unearthed this year aud 
have been classified, it was an- 
houhced yesterday at the opening 
of the new Geological Survey Build- 
ing. ‘ 

These finds. were tade less than 
thirty millés ftom Péking in the same 
district and in- thé same géological 
formation in which the first ‘‘Peking 
man” tooth was found. in 1920 by 
Dr. Zdnasky, followed by the find- 
ing of & ‘similar *todth in 1926 by 
Dr, Bohlin and Dr, Li.

FEW CHANGES IN OFFICIALS |f 


With Critics Removed, Party’s Po- 
litical Bureau Controls .Regular 


Governmental Bodies.

MOSCOW, Jan. 11.—The year 1928 
made little change in the’ ruling per- 
sonalities of the Communist party 
and the Soviet Government. 
In the final battle at’ the Commu- 
nist party. congress of December, 
1927, the Trotskyist opposition had 
declared that a ‘‘dictatorship of a sec- 
retariat’’ had been substituted by the 
Majority group for a ‘‘dictatorship of 
‘the proletariat.’’ They.charged that 
Joseph Stalin, as secretary general 
of the Communist party, controlled 
the whole organization from top to 
bottom through a chain of secretaries 
each nominally elected by his own 
immediate comrades, but actuaily, 
said the Trotskyists, appointed from 
above. 
It is difficult for an outsider to esti- 
mate how: far the charge is correct, 
but there seems no doubt that the 
authority of M. Stalin is extremely 
great, and that when even such an 
important Communist official as M. 
Ugianov, secretary of the Moscow 
party committee, ventured to oppose 
his policy he was forced to resign, 
and his place was taken by M. Sta- 
lin’s nearest supporter, M. Molotov. 


: Expulsions Broke Opposition. 


As the world knows, the Trotskyist 
organization: was broken by whole- 
sale expulsions of its leading mem- 
bers from the party and its chiefs 
exiled under police supervision to dis- 
tant -parts of the country. Without 
a@ grave national emergency or some 
internal upheaval, both of which at 
present seem,improbable, it is un- 
likely that the Trotskyists will be 
allowed to return or resume office in 
the near future, save at the price of 
complete submission. Some of them, 
including Kamernev, Gregory, Zino- 
viev, former Finance Commissar So- 
‘Kolnikov' and Piatakoff already have 
submitted and received responsible 
positions. All probabilities in this re- 
spect, however, might be upset in the 
event of M. Stalin’s death: he has 
been a suffered’ from cardiac dila- 
tion,, although hé was reported in 
better condition in the past year, and 
cértainly looked quite well when ‘he 
attended the last session of the So- 
viet ‘Parliament a month ago. 

._ As repeatedly pointed pi | in THE 
New York TiM#s dispatches, the real 
executive authority is vested in the 
Central Committee of the Commu- 
nist party and in its permanent inner 
mag of.a dozen party leaders called 
he Politburo, rather than in the So- 
viet Government or Council of Com- 
missars, whose: task is to embody 
Communist party resolutions in legal 
form and carry them into effect. 


’ Interlocking Memberships. 


There is, however, a considerable 
overlapping of members of the Polit- 
buro and the Council of Commissars. 
For.instance, four members of the 
bureau—Alexander I. Rykoff, Michael 
I, Kalinin, Jan Rudshutak and Cle- 
ment Voroshiloff—are, respectively, 
chairman of the Council of Commis- 
sars,. President of the Soviet Repub- 
lic, Commissar of Railroads and 
Commissar of War. But their func- 


tions in the bureau outweighs these 
posts in importance and several of 
their colleagues in the Council of 
Commissars, including such . well- 
known names abroad as Tchitcherin, 
Lunacharsky and Semashko, are in 
reality little more than glorified ex- 
perts called in by the executive for 
consultation urposes with little voice 
in the exécutives’ decisions. 
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On the other hand, certain. mem- 
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bers of the Politburo, like’M. Buk- 
harin, editor of Pravda, M. Tomsky 
president of the Central Federation 
of Labor Unions, and M. Molotov 
have a share in executive decisions, 
but are not members of the Council 


‘tof Commissars at all. 


* During the past year there have 
been few changes in the position of 
these leaders, either as executives or 
in the Council of Commissars. Inthe 
last five months Tchitcherin was 
forced to undergo treatment in Ger- 
many for diabetes, and there have 


‘| been rumors of his resignation on this 


account, but the latest reports state 
he is making progress, although he 
is unlikely to return to Moscow be- 
fore Spring. ‘There also are stories 
about. the resignation. of Lunachar- 
sky; who constantly is reported in 
hot water for one reason or another, 
bias too,. seems likely to retain his 
post. 


Rumors of Controversy.

“WASHINGTON,”Jan. 13.—Deelar- 
ing that the Internal Revenue Bureau 
of the Treasury had collected almost 
$89,000,000,000 in taxes since 1917, 
and“that it Had-assessed more than 
$4,000,000,000 of back taxes in that 
period, while refunds had totaled 
slightly. less than $1,000,000,000, As- 
sistant Secretary H. H. Bond of the 
Treasury Department today defended 
the bureau from the attacks against 
its tax refunds by members of Con- 
gress. 
‘“‘Why refunds?’’ Mr. Bond asked. 
“Simply because we find we have 
money to which we are not entitled. 
‘We may learn this from the taxpayer 
himself, We may learn it from our 
own examination of his return, or 


we may be told by the authoritative 
voice of the court. 

“To magnify this fact and distort 
it is unfair. Emphasis rather should 


‘be laid upon the creditable record of 


the bureau in collectin~ additional 
taxes far in excess of the amount of 
refunds in each year, and upon the 
willingness of the bureau to assume 
the responsibility of closing. cases 
once and for all.’’ 


Deficiency Bill Up to Senate. 
The deficiency bill appropriating 
an additional $75,000,000 for refunds 
was adopted in the House last week 
over the. protest of Representative 
Garner, Democrat, of Texas, and 


others who sought to have repay- 
ments withheld pencing further ex- 
amination by Congress, particularly 
one of $15,000,000 to the United 
States: Steel Corporation, with $i1,- 
000.000. in interest. 

The bills must now be acted upon 
by the: Senate. Senator McKellar, 
Democrat, of Tennessee, is expected 
to lead a movement to place a chéck- 
up on the authority of the Internal 
Revenue Bureau and dclay payment 
of some of the larger refunds pro- 
posed. 

*‘Attention has been focused recent- 
ly upon the refunding of Federal 
taxes,’’ said Mr. Bond. ‘‘During the 
fiscal year ended June 30, 1928; there 
were about 168,000 refunds of inter- 
nal revenue taxes, principally income 
taxes, which ranged in amounts from 
1 cent to $3,600,000. ._The refunds to- 
taled $142,398,567.17, so it will be seen 
that the average amount was approx- 
imately $8,500. For the current fiscal 
year $130,000,000 was originally ap- 
propriated for this purpose, and Con- 
gress has now beén asked for an ad- 
ditional $75,000,000. 

“A very proper question is raised 
in the minds of the public. The pub- 
lic ‘is entitled to know why taxes 
which have once been paid are being 
refunded or paid back. The answer 
is simple. 


Explains Government’s Policy. 


“The system prescribed by Con- 
gress for the collection of Federal 
revenues is based upon the proposi- 
tion that the needs of the govern~ 
ment demand and justify an insip 
tence upon immediate payment of 
taxes. Any dispute over the amount 
to be paid must not be permitted to 
pompeas payment, It can be settled 
hereafter. 

“‘The soundness of this long-estab- 
lished .policy is not open to question, 
though it has been relaxed consider- 
ably by the creation of the Board of 
Tax Appeals. The conveniences of 
the individual must be subordinated 
to the public necessity. An obvious 
corollary requires a refund of any 
payment in excess of the amount 
finally determined. to-have been due. 
‘*The principal steps in administer- 
ing an income tax are not difficult 
to understand.

HIGHEST SCOUT AWARD 
GOES TO THREE BOYS 


Get Gold Honor Medals for Out- 
standing Heroism in Rescues 
of Drowning Persons. 





Three Boy Scouts have won the 
Gold Honor Medal, the highest Scout 
award, for outstanding heroism in 
rescuing persons from drowning, it 
was announced yesterday. 

Edward A. Bush, 15 years old, of 
228, Ninety-fifth Street, Brooklyn, 
gets the medal for the rescue of a 
woman who jumped into the bay 
near where he was playing baseball 
in the Bay Ridge section of Brook- 
lyn. The boy swam out to the wo- 
man, far heavier than himself, and 
brought her safely to short. against 
a swift ebb tide. He then dispatched 
another boy on. his bicycle for @ 
policeman. Witnesses of the rescue 
praised. the intelligent organization 
and calm assurance with which the 
boy carried out all details of the 
rescue, 

Joseph Erlenwein of 388 Lechner 
Avenue, Columbus, Ohio, receives 
the medal’ for the rescue of two 
women who were drowning in Buck- 
eye Lake, Ohio, in the Summer of 
1927. The boy never reported the 
rescue, and it was only discovered 


by accident Jong afterward. One of 
the women was teaching the other 
to swim, when the latter became 
frightened and seized her teacher, 
dragging her. under with her, 

Erlenwein jumped in, broke the 
stranglehold, was. then forced to 
break another stranglehold which 
the frightened woman obtained on 
him, and succeeded in bringing both 
women safely to shore, where they 
were restored with difficulty. 

The third scout to receive the 
award was Theodore Antonich, 16, 
of 1,807 Black Eagle Smelter Avenue, 
Great Falls, Mont., who rescued an- 
other boy who fell into the Missouri 
River.

Carey built 
the Garden and.has been associated 
with Mr. Rickard over a stretch of 
years which afforded him ample time 
to: familiarize himself with the di- 
rection of the. business.

RURAL NEW YORK. 


All rural New Yorkers are not 
farmers. This is made clear in the 
report of a study of the rural popu- 
lation of the State of New York by 
BRUCE L, MELVIN of the Agricultural 


Experiment Station at Ithaca in| 


cooperation with the United States 
Department of Agriculture. It has 
just been published by Cornell Uni- 
| versity. In one part of the State 
“rural” refers to one class of popu- 
lation and to another in another. 
The rural population in Suffolk | 
County is a combination of real 
farmers and of a “greater bulk of 
people” who live in localities not 


| sufficiently compact to have even a 


local name but who are as far from 
being farmers as are dwellers on 
Park Avenue. In Allegany County 


the rural population is predominant- | 


ly farming. The author of the re- 
port remarks that the maker of 
cream separators would not know 
from the census tables where to ad- 
vertise his wares. 

In the actual farming population 
there was a decrease of 4.3 per cent 
between 1920 and 1925; but the 
rural population grew 15.9 per cent 
while the cities grew only 5.2 per 
cent, or 6 per cent including New 
York City. The explanation is that 
the population of the State grew 
most markedly through suburbani- 
zation—the penetration of. rural 
areas by urbanites. This movement 
was in marked contrast to that of 
the period 1910-1920; for while there 
was an increase in population. be- 
tween 1920-1925 in every county but 
one, there was a loss in thirty-two 
counties in the period 1910-1920. The 
most marked contrast was in Put- 
nam County, where the loss of popu- 
lation in 1910-1920 was 26 per cent, 
while the growth was 15.7 per cent 
in 1920-1925. In 1910-1920 the move- 
‘ment was from the rural areas to 
the great cities. In the period 1920- 
1925°\it was more strongly toward 
the suburbs. But in both periods 
the: actual farming population grew 
less in actual number .as_ well .as 
relatively. It was only 7.7 per cent 
of the total population of the State 
in 1920 as compared with. 33.3. per 
cent..in.1855, and was even less”in 
1925; ¢ | 

Yet it is upon that small fraction 
that the great urban population de- 
pends:-in good part for its ‘notirish- 
ment. It is that diminishing per- 
centage, but of. increasing produc- 
tivity, that still keeps this State first 
in milk and dairy products, potatoes, 
vegetables, ‘strawberries, currants, 
small. fruits,, buckwheat,’ nufsery 
products; onions and apples, and to- 
ward the top in much else. It is the 
7.7 per cent or less that ties this 
great metropolitan area to the soil 
of America: It is complained by a 
writer in Rural America that our 
"| metropolitan press pays too little 
attention to the farmer, that the 
space given to his interests is much 
less than his service to the common 
good’ deservés.

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MURDER IN MANCHURIA. 


So intricate are the hidden cur- 
rents of Chinese political rivalries 
that it is difficult to discover the 
real motive for the execution of the 
famous Manchurian General YANG 
YU-TING by the young war lord of 
Manchuria. But the incident is dis- 
turbing for several reasons. First, 
it indicates that the “‘ Young Gen- 
eral” is as ready as his famous 
father, CHANG TSO-LIN, to resort to 
violence to dispose of his political 
enemies, . Second, it implies that 
there was threat of a conspiracy 
to overthrow the Young General as 
ruler of Manchuria. Third, it means 
that the second of Manchuria’s two 
really competent leaders has been 
got rid of, the first, General WU of 
North Manchuria, having been killed 
with CHANG TSO-LIN when the lat- 
ter’s special train was blown up on 
entering Mukden last June on his 
retreat from Peking. 

YANG YU-TING was donate: as 
one of the possible successors to 
CHANG TSO-LIN. In fact, there were 
rumors in .Peking, before CHANG 
TSO-LIN left to meet his death, that 
YANG had the support of some of the 
Japanese factions in Menchuria, and 
was their choice as Governor of 
Manchuria. By a strange coinci- 
dence, YANG, who was to have ac- 
companied CHANG TSO-LIN on: the 
fateful train, was' at the last mo- 
ment detained. Those who con- 
tended that the Japanese had been 
implicated. in the destruction of 
CHANG TSO-LIN and his staff looked 
upon the escape of YANG as in- 
directly connected with his alleged 
friendship.for the Japanese, 

Such’ a political murder -of a 
prominent leader has nearly always 
in*the past been indicative of deep- 
seated unrest. For the sake of the 
peace of China it is to be hoped that 
in this case there will be no violent 
reactions. The Young General has 
agreed to cooperate withthe Chi- 
nese Nationalists. If his latest. polit- 
ical execution were to be used as a 
pretext for a campaign of the anti- 
Nationalists against him, Manchu- 
ria might again become’ a danger- 
spot in the East.

The Health Department has 
no; such autocratic powers in the 
prevention of diphtheria as it has in 
the prevention of smallpox. Health 
officials must depend on arousing 
the public. Educational and chari- 
table agencies, the life insurance 
companies and the press can all 
help to bring home to the people, 
and particularly to the mothers, the 
danger that lies in the.spread of the 
disease and the ease with which it 
can be avoided. It has been conclu- 
sively demonstrated that the toxin- 
anti-toxin treatment is both harm- 
less and effective. If Auburn can 
cut its death rate frém this cause to 
zero, there is no reason why New 
York should not resolve to follow its 
example.

But 
better counsels and consciences pre- 
vailed, and after the next session the 
Constitution is to-be obeyed and the 
membership of the House—for the 
first time in years—is to be repre- 
sentative of the division of popula- 
tion in the United States. 

It 'is much to the credit of the New 
York and Massachusetts Congress- 
men that they supported the Fenn 
bill as a point of honor, . although 
some of their own seats are. in- 
volved, Up to this time a majority 
of the membership has voted for 
its own interest against the supreme 
law of the land, and on the Dickin- 
son- amendment and the motion to 
recommit—parliamentary devices to 
destroy the Fenn bill—there were 
many Congressmen who were sub- 
jecting their votes to just that con- 
struction. But Speaker LONGWORTH 
and the other leaders, greatly helped 
by the Eastern delegations and the 
“Detroit bloc” led by Representa- 
tive McCLEop, sternly saw the. task 
through. Unless the measure is per- 
mitted to be shunted or killed in the 
Senate, as has happened before, one 
of those curious examples of official 
lawlessness which make our gov- 
ernment.a marvel to foreign ob- 
servers will be eliminated after the 
1930 census. For if then Congress 
does not do what the Constitution 
imposes as a duty, and the Fenn bill 
arranges, the Secretary of. Com- 
merce is empowered to do the job 
for Congress. 

- The present membership of the 
House, 435, is very large. Many stu- 
dents of parliamentary government 
believe that it would function better 
if it were smaller. The Fenn bill at 
least will keep it from being ex- 
panded, as members from States 
which lose seats under the census 
always prefer to do. They would 
rather add members to the States 
entitled to them while retaining the 
present quota of States which must 
be cut under the “‘ major fractions” 
arrangement. The struggle since the 
1920 census has been to readjust the 
delegations instead of simply adding 
to some of them.

Those Without Direct « Direct Outside Venti- 
lation Should. Be Abandoned. 
ee the Editor of The New York Times: 

It was with satisfaction that I read 
the. editorial in.THE.'TImEs concern- 
ing old-law tenements. It is only 
public’ opinion ‘that will arouse the 
commission. now. engaged in revis- 
ing the present tenement house law 
to its obligation to provide decent 
fire protection and sanitary conye- 
niences for that huge percentagé of 
our populatiéa” whieh still lives in 
old-lay¥ tenements, ») 

May 1 call attention, however, to 
what seems to,be @ possible exagger- 
ation in your, editorial? You state 
that “settlement workers.want full 
fire protection given to, tenants oc- 
cupying: old-law houses. They would 
like to see the occupancy of cellars 
for dwelling purposes. prohibited 
and all:rooms assured-of at least one 
window’ orening directly to the outer 
The practical effect of these 
provisiéns would’ be: the demise of 
most of the’ old-law tenements.’ 

The number of cellars for dwell- 
ing purposes occupied ‘by tenants is 
not formidable, and it is a crying 
disgrace that their occupancy should 
not have been prohibited long since. 
The’ recommendation of United 
Neighborhood Houses to force the 
discontinuance of the occupancy for 
living purposes of rooms without 
any windows opening directly to the 
outer air by no means affects ‘‘most 
of the old-law tenements:”’ It con- 
cerns only the small fraction which 
were erected before 1879. The total 
number of families occupying apart- 
ments containing such rooms was es- 
timated, I am informed, by the com- 
mission . of 1900 at approximately 
100,000. Their mortality has been at 
the average rate of 1 per cent a year, 
so that there are approximately 70,- 
000 of such apartments still in exis- 
tence. Somewhere between 5,000 and 
10, 000 of these apartments are vacant 
today: Accordingly, the total num- 
ber of families affected, if the rec- 
ommendation of United Neighbor- 
hood Houses were adopted, as I hope 
it will be, would. be ‘between 60,000 
and 65,000. 

Considering the fact that there are 
now over 100,000 vacant apartments 
in tenement. houses in the city of 
New York, and that we are prodtc- 
ing new accommodations annually 
sufficient to cover..between 90,000 
ahd 100,000 families, the problem of 
thousing these 60,000: or 65,000 fam- 
ilies is in no sense, serious... There is

Purchase of Buildings... 


SAYS WASTE HITS TAXPAYER 


State’s Contributions Rose from 
$185,716 to $279,582: in Four 
Years, He States.

ALBANY, Jan. 13.—Continuing his 


@rive for an overhauling of town and 
county government, State Controller 
Morris S. Tremaine today stated that 
an investigation in Schuyler County 
disclosed ‘‘minor irregularities, many 
acts and practices reported as illegal, 
and one operation by the county of- 
ficials of major importance involving 
what appears to have been the secret 

purchase of buildings on the county 
Fair grounds after the land had al- 
peo i been purchased by the coun- 

Taehuvier County, the county seat 
of which is Watkins Glen, twenty 
miles north of Elmira, is one of the 
smallest in the State and wholly 
rural. The condition of its fiseal af- 
fairs is used by the Controller to 
point the lesson that ‘‘the taxpayers 
should realize that their money is ‘be- 
ing expended on town and county 
government wastecfully, if not ex- 
travagantly.”’ 

“Whether the findings warrant a 
more severe characterization is not 
for me as State Controller to say,’ 
Mr. Tremaine commented, ‘‘because 
the law limits my activities.in such 
matters to those of an investigator 
solely.’’ 

The report of two examiners sent 
into the county, the Controller said, 
showed that the electors at a refer- 
endum had approved the purchase of 
the fair grounds for $5,000. In 1922 
a contract between the county and 
the owner had been made for the 
perehaee of the land and all build- 

ngs on it belonging to the owner for 
$5,000, but in 1927, when the deed 
‘was executed, no reference was made 
to any buildings. 

Although no general mention had 
been made of the need for a separate 

epsom according to’ the report, 

he county supervisors paid.$7,600. to 
the Schuyler County Agricultural So- 
ciety for the buildings on the land. 

*“"No reference of any kind to the 

urchase of these buildings or the al- 
Owance of the foregoing claim is 
made in the proceedings of the Board 
of Supervisors,’’ the report states. 

Other unbusinesslike or “‘‘illegal 
practices’? are mentioned, including 
unauthorized charges for traveling 
expenses by county officials, the -fail- 
ure of officers properly to account 
for receipts and expenditures, de- 
fects and omissions in affidavits of 
assessors of tax rolls; allowances of 
unauthorized and illegal clainis, and 
neglect to reassess unpaid taxes on 
the tax rolls. 

The Controller pointed out that 
contributions by the State to Schuy- 
ler County had increased from $185,- 
716 in 1924 to $279,582 in 1926. In 
1928 the cost of administering the 
county gov: ernment had increased 141 
per cent in those years, Mr. Tre- 
maine said, and salaries, wages and 
fees of county officers had increased 
70 per cent. 

*"In the same period the total gen- 
eral expenditures of the State of New 
York increased 45 per cent,’’ Mr. 
Tremaine pointed out, ‘‘and a very 
large part of this increase was due 
to the increased contributions. made 
by the State to municipalities.”

The statement he issued yesterday 
explaining his view on punishment 
of offending policemen and announc- 
ing the appoihtment’of a committee 
to study the matter, follows: 

“After a careful review of more 
than 500 disciplinary records of mem- 
bers of the department fined for 
dereliction: of duty of one;kind or an- 
other, I am, firmly convinced that the 
Police’ Department has been pursu- 
Ang agquestionable, course in imposing 
fines and deducting the same from 
the wages of said mémbers. The suf- 
se from this form of punishment 
usually are the wife, children or par- 
ents Of the police offi¢er. 1! 

“A procedure might be;adopted by 
the department’ that would continue 
a method of miscipline for the mem- 
bers of the force found guilty of dere- 
liction of duty but which would not 
impose a hardship upon the families 
of the members of the department. 

“It may be that a method could be 
found that would gerve the same pur- 
pose as the fine system of today and 
yet apply only against the record of 
the police officer.. With this thought 
in mind a committee of nine will be 
appointed to make a thorough study 
of the question and to determine 
whether ,it would be 
make this change. \ 

“First from a departmental view- 
oe ‘and ‘second from the aspect of 
he police officer:, whether a, system 
of demerits“or'some‘ other tried and 
accepted method of discipline could 
be adopted that would eliminate the 
objectionable feature of fines. These 
demerits! ‘would ‘be’ cumulative and 
would apply against the service rec- 
ord of ihe officer in. any, civil service 
rating examination purposes. The 
committee might also find it advisa- 
ble to apply the demerit system to 
days off or against vacations.

218,393 IN. BOYS’ CLUB. 


Federation Shows Record Increase 
of 20,122 in a Year. 


Boys enrolled in clubs affiliated 
with the Boys’ Club Federation in 
the United States numbered 218,393, 
according to the statistics contained 
in the annual yearbook of the feder- 
ation, summarized in the forthcom- 


ing issue of its bulletin. The figures 
show the largest year’s increase in 
membership in affiliated clubs in.the 
history of the federation, being 20,122. 

The two largest clubs listed are 
those in New York and Boston, each 
of which occupy two buildings of 
their own. The enrollment in Boston 
is 11,186; that in New York 10,749. 
A total of 110 clubs own buildings, 
the aggregate value of which is 
placed at $13,563,492, while nearly a 
million more is represented by camp 
grounds and equipment owned by 
the clubs. : 

Forty-nine additional full-time 
workers were reported over the pre- 
vious *yéar, the new total being 589, 
with 842 part-time workers and 2,179 
volunteers.

Vivian: Messiter, whose mysterious 
violent death in Southampton, Eng- 
land, was revealed on Saturday 
along with ‘correspondence he_ had 
carried on in code with an American 
woman, was recalled by friends yes- 
terday asa resident of New York 
for almost a quarter of a century. 

He came to this city in 1903 or 
1904 from Colorado, where he had 


been engaged in ‘mining, and was 
employed as an. accountant. by 
Jacobs: & Davies, engineers, of .30 
Church Street, according to J. V. 
Davies, ‘president of the firm. 

His aptitude was such that: he was 
made assistant superintendent, then 
superintendent of construction work 
of the Hudson Tubes and later gen- 
eral manager in'charge of the con- 
struction of the Christopher Street 
tunnel. He also had charge of the 
construction of the Consolidated Gas 
Company’s tunriel to Astoria. 

Joining the colors in 1915, he. rose 
to the rank of captain in the North- 
umberland Fusiliers. He returned to 
this country in 1918, shattered in 
health as a result of war wounds. He 
underwent at least one operation in 
a New York hospital, which restored 
him to activity. 

He was associated with Jacobs & 
Davies in some work for the Hudson 
and Manhattan Railway after that, 
but three years ago he inherited 
enough property from his mother to 
leave him in comfortable circum- 
a He then returned to Eng- 
and, :

‘MADE GOOD'START,’ HE SAYS 


Suspicion Was Attracted to Him 
- Because He Shot Sweetheart as 
He Did Dr. Sartwell. 


PROVIDENCE, R.I., Jan. 13 ®— 
A reign (of terror. at ‘the State insti- 
tutions here was probably averted to- 
day when Frank Weeden, 51 years 
old,-an escaped inmate /of the State 
Hospital «for Mental Diseases; was 
formally charged with the murder ‘of 
Dr. Ranson H: Sartwell, superinten- 
dent of ‘the hospital, last Friday 
night. . 


Admitting that five other officials 
at the hospital, whom. he specifically. 
named, had been marked. by 
Weeden followed up confessing © 
the slaying of Dr. Sartwell ‘with a 
shotgun ' by declaring at a+ prelimin- 
ary. arraignment in . the: District 
Court, ‘‘I am certainly glad I did 
ae ‘ feel that I have made a good 


start. 

The officials named by Weeden as 
those for whom he had no use and 
whom he would like to ‘blow up’’ 
were Director Louis H. Putnam of 
the State institutions; Dr. Arthur ‘H. 


Hospital and’ now a consulting Pay 
chiatrist on the staff; Dr. George B. 
Coon, assistant ee te en and 
now acting ‘ superintendent of the 
hospial; Dr. Norman Johnson, former 
head of the’ reception hospital, and 
William T, Rowe, supervisor of male 
attendants at’ the institution. 

Weeden was captured by two War- 
wick policemen early this morning 
as he was returning to his home 
at Cowesett; carrying a’ shotgun 
wrapped up in’ the same kind of 
burlap bags as were found outside 
the window of Dr. Sartwell’s cottage 
Friday night. He readily confessed 
to the crime for which he had been 
sought by the ‘entire mobilized police 
forces of Rhode Island and ‘surround- 
ing States. 

‘Within a few hours after Weeden 
had‘ been committed to jail to await 
@ grand jury indictment’ a host of 
State officials gathered at the funeral 
of Dr. Sartwell, held in Providence 
this afternoon. Flowers from a score 
of organizations of which the slain 
official had been a member were 
banked ‘about the bier. The Rev. 
Arthur W. Burden, chaplain of the 
State institutions, officiated. 

Governor Norman. S, Case “and 
members of the Attorney General's 
office and of the State Public ‘Welfare 
Commission attended the ceremony. 
The body of the former official will 
be taken by train to Moors, N. Y 
fer burial. tomorrow.’ . 

Weeden had escaped from the State 
Hospital twenty-five times since his 
first commitment there in 1902. At 
that time. he was transferred from 
the State Prison, where he was 
serving a sentence for ‘assault with 
intent to -kill his: sweetheart, Daisy 
Coulters, at Auburn in 1896. A shot 
was firéd from a shotgun through a 
en ie of — home. 

ecause of: the similarity. of the 
Coulters and Sartwell eines the 
authorities began their efforts to lo- 
cate Weeden soon after the slaying 
of .the superintendent. 2 

He told his captors he felt he owed 
it to the inmates of the asylum ‘‘to 
take some action.”” The police said 
he told them he had no definite plan 
to kill Dr. Sartwell, but that when he 
saw him at the .window. he. thought 
it was an opportune time. . They 
quoted him as saying he was ziad-he 
had done it and that he ‘‘would. just 
as soon have got’’ one of the doctors 
at. the institution. 

Weeden had been at large since his 
last escape from the hospital in Oc- 
tober, 1927.

SEEKS TO BEFOG ISSUE 


Her Reply to Bolivia Asserts She 
Would Arbitrate Frontier Dis- 
pute, but Not Land Claims.

Paraguay never has and never will 
refuse to submit her frontiér dispute 
with Bolivia to arbitration; but at 
the same, time will. never. consent: to 
submit ‘to arbitration all of the ‘ter- 
ritory claimed by Bolivia, because it 
would include half of Paraguay and 
reach to within a few thousand feet 
of the Paraguayan. capital, says a 
government statement in reply to 
Bolivia’s recent note to her legations 
declaring that Paraguay, by her res- 
ervation to the Pan-American arbi- 
tration treaty, had placed insur- 
mountable obstacles in the way of 
arbitration of the dispute. 

The Paraguayan * ' communiqué 
charges Bolivia with trying ‘to be- 
cloud the issue by’ making what is 
admitted to be a simple boundary 
dispute. territorial in. scope, and it re- 
calls that President Hayes, who tried 
to settle the dispute, recognized her 
claims to the territory now claimed 
by Bolivia. 

The communiqué also asserts that 
Bolivia’ made not only one but two 
reservations to the _ arbitration 
treaty, the first of which, in the 
opinion of Paraguay, may exclude 
from arbitration all questions aris- 
ing from deeds or conventions ante- 
dating the treaty. 

“The Paraguayan reservation has 
not impeded nor will impede the solu- 
tion of the real question, which is 
one of boundaries, by arbitration,’’ 
says the communiqué. 

‘‘The Bolivian delegates (at the un- 
successful boundary conference in 
Buenos Aires last year) rejected the 
proposal we made to them to appoint 
a commission of experts charged 
with fixing the zone to be arbitrated 
after examining titles which: both 
parties agreed were necessary to rec- 
ognize.’’ 

araguay’s answer does not men- 
tion the suggestion of Bolivia in the 
note to her legations that the World 
Court might be the proper agency for 
settling the dispute. 

Paraguay has named Fusebio Ayala 
and. Francisco Chavez to represent 
her at the commission appointed by 
the recent Pan-American Conference 
in Washington. 

Sefor Ayala headed the Paraguay- 
an delegation to that conference and 
was instrumental in bringing about a 
pacific solution of the conflict. 

Senator Chavez is a former justice 
of the Supreme Court.
